WASHINGTON. April 22—Eco­ 
nomic Stabilizer Chester Bowles 
predicted 
today 
that 
congress 
would heed the “stream of tele­ 
gram s and letters’’ from the pub­ 
lic and extend OPA without crippl­ 
ing amendments. 


He said the “every day people” 
of America were alarmed at the 
spectre of higher prices held out 
in the amendment-riddled exten­ 
sion bill passed by the house. But 
he expressed confidence that con­ 
gress would ultimately reject all 
the “destructive" amendments and 
give OPA an effective new lease 
on life.

Sen. Robert A. Taft, R., O., 
recognized Republican leader on 
economic questions, said in an in­ 
terview that he expected the sen­ 
ate to do “about the same as the 
house, but more logically .”

WASHINGTON, April 22—The 
United States soon will propose to 
Russia the negotiation of 
a com­ 
mercial aviation agreement, it was 
learned today. 
The U. S. will seek landing 
rights at Leningrad and Moscow’. 
Russia's commercial planes, In re­ 
turn, could fly to one or more U. S. 
cities. 
A high official told the United 
Press that the state department 
would bring up the question when 
discussions begin on Russia’s re­ 
quest for a $1,000,000,000 loan. 
These are proposed for May or 
during the Summer. 
The United States will not seek 
civil air rights as a concession In 
connection with the loan, but It is 
considered 
significant 
that 
the 
state department intends to seek 
parallel negotiations. 
This official said the U. S. pro­ 
posal to Russia w'ould be fashioned 
after the Anglo-American avia­ 
tion agreement. That pact w*as 
concluded in Bermuda in January 
and has since been attack ed by the 
senate commerce commltte on the 
grounds

The United States will ask Rus­ 
sia to grant this country the right 
to fly as many schedules as the 
traffic will bear to the Soviet capi­ 
tal. It will also ask for the “fifth 
freedom of the air”—the right to 
carry traffic between two foreign 
countries.

TWO EXTREME METHODS 
THERE ARE two basic meth­ 
ods fo r the playing of the average 
suit contract.

WHAT kind of breakfast should 
you hav e? Big breakfast 
little 
breakfast or none at all? This is 
not a question to 
be decided by 
an eeny-meeny-miny-mo. Nor is 
the answer to be found in personal 
preference. 
There are definite considerations 
of health which show that ev ery­ 
body needs a real and substantial 
meal on which to start the day. 
Those who hav e studied the 
problem think that the breakfast 
should make up about one-fourth 
of the total food needs for the day. 
That means one-fourth of the cal­ 
ories or heat v alue, one-fourth of 
the protein, which is the material 
necessary for building new tissues 
and repairing worn-out ones, and 
one-fourth of the v itamins and 
minerals. 
Omitting Breakfast 
Some people get into the habit 
of omitting breakfast in an ef­ 
fort to lose weight but that is the 
wrong way of reducing weight. 
Their energy would be held up on 
a more ev en keel if they div ided 
the food they eat among three 
meals a day rather than tw o. 
If breakfast is skipped, the nec­ 
essary food will hav e to be eaten 
at the other two meals in order to 
maintain health and well-being. 
Many persons who skip breakfast 
make the problem worse by grab­ 
bing a bite of whatev er is handy 
for lunch and then making the 
ev ening meal supply practically 
all of the nutriments needed. 
Balanced Diet 
Planning a well-balanecd diet 
with three meals a day is not a 


v ery difficult task if a few simple 
principles are followed, but th# 
fewer the meals, the greater the 
danger that the food eaten will 
fall short of furnishing the needed 
proteins, v itamins and minerals. 
Many people say that they just 
do not feel hungry at breakfast 
time. But in most instances, this 
is because they arise too late for 
breakfast and must hurry off to 
work or to keep some appointment. 
Very few persons skip break­ 
fast if they go to bed early enough, 
arise in the morning at such a time 
as to giv e them a sufficient inter­ 
v al to dress, read the newspaper, 
and perhaps do a little work in the 
garden before starting the day’s 
activ ities. 
It is not astonishing that people 
wffio hav e eaten a heav y meal th# 
night before and must be awaken- 
ed in the morning hav e little desire 
to eat breakfast. 
Six Foods 
Breakfast can be planned from 
six food items, fruit, cereal, egg, 
toast with fortified margarine or 
butter, jam and a bev erage which 
means milk for children. 
In many ways, your body is like 
the engine of your car. It takes 
fuel in the form of food and trans­ 
mutes it into energy, the energy 
which you use to accomplish your 
day’s work. It is just as reasonable 
to expect your car to start on an 
empty tank as to suppose that 
your body can furnish energy for 
the morning’s activ ities without 
proper food. 
A good breakfast can work won­ 
ders in the way you feel. Try it and 
see how* much it adds to your con­ 
tentment and the ease with which 
you perform yeur forenoon tasks.

WHAT kind of breakfast should 
you have? Big breakfast, little 
breakfast or non# at all ? This is 
not a question to be decided by 
an eeny-meeny-miny-mo. Nor is 
the answer to be found in personal 
preference. 
There are definite considerations 
of health which show that every­ 
body needs a real and substantial 
meal on which to start the day. 
Those who have studied the 
problem think that the breakfast 
should make up about one-fourth 
of the total food needs for the day. 
That means one-fourth of the cal­ 
ories or heat value, one-fourth of 
the protein, which is the material 
necessary for building new tissues 
and repairing worn-out ones, and 
one-fourth of the vitamins and 
minerals. 
Omitting Breakfast 
Some people get into the habit 
of omitting breakfast in an ef­ 
fort to lose weight but that is the 
wrong way of reducing weight. 
Their energy would be held up on 
a more even keel if they divided 
the food they eat among three 
meals a day rather than two. 
If breakfast is skipped, the nec­ 
essary food will have to be eaten 
at the other two meals in order to 
maintain health and well-being. 
Many persons who skip breakfast 
make the problem worse by grab­ 
bing a bite of whatever is handy 
for lunch and then making the 
evening meal supply practically 
all of the nutriments needed. 
Balanced Diet 
Planning a well-balanced diet 
with three meals a day is not a 


very difficult task if a few simp!* 
principles are followed, but the 
fewer the meals, the greater the 
danger that the food eaten will 
fall short of furnishing the needed 
proteins, vitamins and minerals. 
Many people say that they just 
do not feel hungry at breakfast 
time. But in most instances, this 
is because they arise too late for 
breakfast and must hurry off to 
work or to keep some appointment. 
Very few persons skip break­ 
fast if they go to bed early enough, 
arise in the morning at such a time 
as to giva them a sufficient inter­ 
val to dress, read the newspaper, 
and perhaps do a little work in the 
garden before starting the day’* 
activities. 
It is not astonishing that people 
m’ho have eaten a heavy meal the 
night before and must be awaken­ 
ed in the morning have little desire 
to eat breakfast. 
Six Foods 
Breakfast can be r lamed from 
six food items, fruit, cereal, egg, 
toast with fortified margarine or 
butter, jam and a beverage which 
means milk for children. 
In many ways, your body is like 
the engine of your car. It takes 
fuel in the form of food and trans­ 
mutes it into energy, the energy 
which you use to accomplish your 
day’s work. It is just as reasonable 
to expect your car to start on an 
empty tank as to suppose that 
your body can furnish energy for 
the morning’s activities without 
proper food. 
A good breakfast can work won­ 
ders in the way you feel. Try it and 
see how much it adds to your con­ 
tentm ent and the ease with which 
you perform your forenoon tasks.

They tolerate par­ 
tial shade, but grow best in full 
sun. 
If the seedlings become 
spindly, pinch 
them 
back or 
transplant them several tim ce. 
Late flowering varieties of cos­ 
mos often grow five feet or more 
in height and do not bloom until 
September, therefore, in regions 
where fro#ta come early it will 
be safer to grew the early- 
blooming typee, including the new 
Bingle or double Sensation.

“It was glorious! “It was inspir­ 
ing!’’ “It was the most beautiful 
service we have ever attended!” 
Undoubtedly, such are the echoes 
of many voices, still reverberating, 
following the great day when we 
celebrated the resurrection from 
the dead of our Saviour, 
Jesus 
Christ. 
Easter was very much in the 
news last week, what with special 
church services in every sanctuary 
across the breadth of the land, and 
in 
our 
own 
fair 
little town. 
Through the beauty and the sim­ 
plicity of these hours of worship, 
through the earnest and hard­ 
working endeavors of pastors and 
people, many souls were won to 
the Church of Christ, and many 
more Chrismons re-dedicated their 
lives, 
and 
re-consecrated 
their 
fuller service in the 
Kingdom of God. That is as it 
should be. 
What then? Was the Eastertide 
and the Holy Day itself an end? 
Or was it a beginning? Asked Paul 
of 
the 
Romans 
(6:15)—"What 
then? shall w-e sin because we are 
not under law but under grace? 
God forbid!” 
There is a clause in the Rubaiyat 
of Omar Khayyam, which is trans­ 
lated into English to read, “In the 
fires 
of returning 
Spring your 
Winter 
garment of 
repentance 
fling.” 
It 
concerns 
every 
thoughtful 
person, as it does me, a least some 
Christians take the same attitude 
as the ancient, licentious, agnos­ 
tic poet. It seems that shortly after 
Easter is a likely time for people 
to loosen moral restraints. Once I 
heard a person who had religiously 
refrained from eating sweets dur­ 
ing the weeks of Lent, 
exclaim, 
“Oh boy! I can eat pie now'!” It 
wouldn’t 
be surprising if there 
w’ere not those who w'ere to take 
this attitude toward other things 
of a more serious nature. Easter­ 
tide is past, the restraint is over, 
"the lid is off”, so some folks will 
feel that they are at liberty to "cut 
loose”. 
Let us beware that, having seen 
Christ raised from the dead, we do 
not 
immediately 
crucify 
Him 
again. 
We shall re-crucify Him unless 
we follow’ up our shouts of praise 
and joy, our pious exclamations of 
"what a beautiful service; what a 
sermon; what 
heavenly 
very expressive 
earth, rolled-up-
